cash in the treasury. Nor does it in- 
clude |31,157,750 in bonds of the last is- 
sue which have not yet been delivered 
to London purchasers. 


The conwponcliiiK debt on June 30,

crease for the ye<ir including bonds not 
yet delivered iu London, of $111,173,054.

HE MAKES MONEY.

Tlie sheep I marketed were Hirop- 


gllire, nearly all full bkxxied, but Uul 
liiuuy registeretl. '1 lu y wen- all of my 
own bn-ediiig ami fevdiiig. I put rap to 
f««d on the 20th of IV-euiU-r hist 112 
fchc-ep weighing tJien HTj i*,unds aver- 
age, fel of which \\cre yciirhng wethers 
aud 21 old bWfS iuui Hi young ewes. I 
fattenwl the old ewes on ueconntof age, 
eome being y years old. 1 kept them 
thus long for their gt>od individual qual- 
ities as well as fur fcuod bnvding. The 
young ewes 1 culled out to ln-ttcr my 
breeding fl.<-k, as 1 did not like the 
ol'iipu of Mane and the wool of outer*. I 
uever weiglietl eat h lot separately. All 
the ewes raised lambs last year und some 
two Iambs; hence they wen- thin in flesh 
when I commenced to feed them. On 
Feb. 3 I weighed them again, aud they 
averaged 143 i»umds, a gain of 18 
pounds in 43 duys. On March 18, the 
day I shipped, I weighed tlwm, aud 
they iivonigud 158 ponmte, a g-.tiu uf !5 
pounds more in 40 days, aud when sold 
iu Chicago the following day tlie 81 
wethers weighed 11,930 pounds, an 
average of 147 l-:5 pounds, and were 
sold to Armour for 5 cents, tho highest 
price paid since April last. The 30 ewes 
also sold to Armour for $4.50 and weigh- 
ed 4,5TO. au average of a little over 152 
pounds, and they also brought the top 
price of tlio day except my wethers. 


Ou Dec. 20, when I commenced to 


feed them, I took them from a blue grass 
pasture, sorting them from my flock of 
385. The pasture had been rather short. 
I put them iu a dry lot ti5 by 70 feet, ex- 
clusive of u shed 17 '.,' by 77 feet built 
against a hay barn filled with clover 
hay and racks along tho side of barn in 
shed to feed hay iu to sheep. I first fed 
them all the clover hay they would eat 
and then gave them two baskets of cut 
ear corn. The next morning I gave 
them one basket of corn and one at 
night, with a bushel of wheat, and every 
day I increased the corn a little till they 
had six baskets of corn and one bushel 
of wheat per day, wnh all the good clo- 
ver hay and water they wanted. 


Then I stopped increasing tho corn for 


a few 
T days so as to be sure uot to over- 


feed them, as I thought tho ration was 
uear enough. Then I gradually began 
to drop out the wheat and replace it 
with corn, ami about the end of the 
third week I quit wheat aud fed all 
corn, seven baskets per day, yet kept ou 
increasing it slowly, but soun found 
that seven basket.!* was their limit. 
Sheep, as other stock, feed better to 
clean up their feed than to have it lie 
by them from meal to meal, and there 
would also be more \\aste of feed. 


Being anxious to have them eat more 


and fatten faster I thought 1 would rry 
an experiment by changing from three 
baskets in tho morning and fonr at night, 
to three baskets morning ami night and 
two at noon, making it eig'm per day. 
I found they ate it up clean from meal 
to meal ami were ready for the next. 
This was the first time I ever tried feed- 
ing three times a day, and I never had 
better results, and I was much surprised 
to see uiy ' >ld cw es lay on fat that 1 
thought wi-nld hardly fatten at all. 


The corn I fed was ears cut from <mo- 


half to 0110 inch li-ng with a corn cuttei

tinue it till winter; then I feed half 
shelled corn with oats till spring and 
then turn them on good blue grass pas- 
nre till fall.

Eu- 
ropean goods sent to Mexico are allowed 
to pass through the United States in 
bond, and that was the method the sharp 
merchants took to get their wares into 
the free zone.

the United States to the Mexican free 
zone.
